Measure to Increase Judges' Salaries 


Recommitted In House— Many New 


Bills Presented. 


Harrisburg, Pa., Jan. 26.—Represen­ 
tative John F. L. Morris, of Philadel­ 
phia, introduced in the house a bill 
to substitute the electric chair for the 
gallows and the hangman's noose in 
the execution of death sentences in 
Pennsylvania. 
The bill carries with It an appro­ 
priation of $20,000 and provides that 
the death penalty shall be Inflicted 
only "within the walls or yards" of 
the eastern penitentiary, in Philadel­ 
phia, and the western penitentiary, In 
Allegheny county. 
Still another provision in the bill 
requires that notice that the death 
penalty has been carried out shall be 
published in three newspapers, one 
published 
in 
Philadelphia, 
one 
in 
Pittsburg and one in the county in 
which the convict has been sentenced. 
The Johnson bill to increase the 
salaries of tile judges of the various 
courts was recommitted to the house 
and there Is a probability that it will 
be reduced. 
Strong objections to the hill aa It 
was reported have been heard, owing 
to the fact that it will increase state 
expenditures about $450,000. 
When 
withdrawn It was stated that it was 
to be amended. It will not reappear 
until other appropriation bills are re 
ported out and must take Its chances. 
Representative Daniel J. Shem had 
a conference with 
Governor Tener 
which is believed to have resulted in 
the withdrawal of the bill. The fact 
that Representative Bentley, of Wash­ 
ington county, the govetnor's home 
county, made the motion to recommit 
it regarded as significant. 


School Code on First Reading. 
The new school code, which was in 
trodnced in the senate by Mr. Tustin, 
of Philadelphia, passed first reading 
in that body and was introduced in 
the house. 
The bills Introduced in the senate 
were: 
Mr. Clark, Erie, requiring telegraph 
and 
telephone companies 
in 
third 
class cities and 
boroughs to place 
wires in conduits underground and 
empowering municipalities to condemn 
and purchase conduits. 
Mr. Adams, Allegheny, relating to 
seizure of wages for debt. 
Mr. furnisher, Lancaster, increasing 
powers of trustees of Stevens school, 
at Lan< aster. 
The senate then adjourned until 
Monday. 
At the opening of the house session 
the 
resolution 
introduced 
by 
Mr. 
Breitinger, of Philadelphia, for an In­ 
vestigation of 
methods of build.ng 
and loan associations, was reported 
out of committee. 
The flood of new hills continued, 
and Mr. Breitinger was the author of 
a "pure wool” measure. This bill has 
the object oi requiring all goods to he 
marked plainly as to whether they 
contain wool. 
Other bills introduced .were: 
Mr. Jones, Susquehanna, appropriat­ 
ing $690,000 to pay townships |fe 15 
lier cent bonus for abolition of work 
tax in 1908 and 1909. 
Mr. Kelsey, Clinton, authorizing the 
governor and forestry commissioner 
to give to railroads rights of way 
through forestry reservations. 
Mr. Moulthrop, Clearfield, requiring 
owners of bituminous coal mines to 
furnish owners of adjoining coni lauds 
with maps. 
Mr. McClung, Allegheny, prodding 
for purchase of 
standard 
tests of 
weights and measures. 
Mr. Fahey, Philadelphia, authoriz­ 
ing first clat-* townships to control 
outdoor advertising and to collect a 
license tax on advertising devices. 
Mr. Rev burn. Philadelphia, appro­ 
priating $20,060 for a statue of Gen­ 
eral George C Meade at Washington. 
Mr. Rhoades, Lancaster, making it 
a felony to wilfully publish a false 
statement regarding the financial con­ 
dition of a corjioration. partnership or 
individual, the penalty being not more 
than ti ve years or $5000 fine.

Philadelphia, Jan. 26.—Jennie Well 
and Lizzie McGuigan were killed and 
fifteen others scalded and hurt when 
a steam mangle exploded at the plant 
Bf the Laundry of America, 236-42 
South Ninth street. 
Two 
other 
concerns besides the 
laundry are quartered in the building, 
and the number of employes In the 
place at the time of the explosion was 
over IOO. Most of them were girls. 
Following the bursting asunder o f 
the mangle there was a panic stricken 
rush for safety. The explosion occur­ 
red on the first floor, and those who 
were 
not 
injured 
there 
stumbled 
blindly through the steam 
to 
the 
street. 
From the five stories above girls 
came tumbling down the stairs of the 
tower fire escape, only tgube met by 
policemen 
who forced 
tnem 
back, 
shouting to them that there was no 
danger, as fire had not followed the 
explosion.

Five Others (Seriously Injured 


Near Wilkes-Barre. 


Wilkes-Barre, Pa., Jan. 26.—An ex 
plosion 
of 
powder or gas at the 
Hughestown 
No. lo colliery of the 
Pennsylvania Coal company wrecked 
a section of the mine, fatally burned 
six men and seriously Injured five 
others. 
Mine officials said the explosion was 
of powder. It is not known how It hap­ 
pened. Forty 
meu, who were shut in 
and had a narrow escape, made their 
way out safely. 
It Is not known definitely how many 
others are in the mine, hut the offi­ 
cials say they believe there la only 
one more man missing. Scores of the 
men managed to escape by getting 
out of emergency openings aa soon 
as the shock of the explosion was 
felt. 
Several of the officials on the sur­ 
face at once collected a rescuing par­ 
ty, which was aent to the bottom of 
the shaft. There they met the first 
rush of men from inside. Some of 
these men had In rushing out dragged 
with them six unfortunates, who were 
terribly burned. 
The injured miners had been work­ 
ing in the gangway where the explo­ 
sion occurred and the flames rushed 
down upon them. 
They were given 
first aid treatm ent by the first aid 
corps of the mine, then were hurried 
to the surface aud taken to the hos­ 
pital.
